It*s official — Sierra Madre will soon have a second 
bank. 

Bank of America announced today that it has received 
permission from the Comp¬ 
troller of the Currency in 
Washington, D.C., to estab¬ 
lish a branch in the city. 

Gustav Tams, vice presi- 
deent in charge of branch 
operations for the statewide 
bank in Southern California, 
said no site has yet been 
selected for the branch. 

Every effort will be made 
to open the branch as soon 
as possible, however, he 


beauty and proximity to 
major centers of employ¬ 
ment has stimulated a con¬ 
stant though moderate pop¬ 
ulation growth for the past 
two decades.”

goals. Sierra Madre needs a 
greater response in dona¬ 
tions — and quickly — or 
we cannot reach our goal in 
this short time remaining. 

This community has long 
retained a reputation for 
the finest support of a 
worthwhile campaign. It is 
difficult to understand then 
why Sierra Madreis so slow 
about coming through for 
this great carnpaign. 

The volunteers who have 
been working so hard on the 
drive feel the following rea¬ 
sons are the cause — First 
the United Way is a new 
idea and sometimes a new 
idea is not accepted at first. 

Many people have not come 
as yet to understand the 
United Way — its special 
attributes of more effi¬ 
ciency. greatest economy in 
administrative costs, elim¬ 
ination of duplication of ef¬ 
fort or its potential for 
greater benefits. 

Secondly the volunteers 
feel many also do realize 


The Sierra Madre Planning Commission met in an 
adjourned session Thursday, Dec. 5, in the Council 
Chambers. This was an adjourned meeting from the regu¬ 
lar meeting of Nov. 21. 

Chairman Casey, Commis¬ 
sioners Counchman, Emer¬ 
son, D’Arcy, City Attorney 
Martin and City Adminis¬ 
trator Bevington were all in 
their respective chairs and 
the first item of old busi¬ 
ness was brought before 
them, R-Hillside amend¬ 
ment. 

Much intense study has 
been put into the Hillside 
ordinance, research, flood 
control, fire access, slides, 
sanitation, all for the bene¬ 
fit and protection of resi¬ 
dents and the City. The 
Planning Commission gave 
this even more study to see 
if any amendment to the 
Ordinance would benefit 
the residents and still pro¬ 
tect them. It was moved 
that the City Engineer make 
a study of the feasibility of 
exempting lot splits from 
the Ordinance, and report to 
the Planning Commission at 
a later date. 

The residents of Toyon 
Road brought in signed 
petition of all residents 
agreeing on Majestic Mag¬ 
nolia trees being planted in 
their sub-division. The City 
Administrator stated that 
the contractor of that area 
had alloted the money for 
trees to be planted and since 
all residents agreed on this 
particular tree there was no 
reason why they shouldn’t 
have them. 

A hearing was set for the 
January meeting concerning 
R-3 uses, to consider the 
matter prohibiting against 
new single dwellings being 
constructed in R-3 zones and 
all existing structures being 
brought up to code before 
new buildings can be built. 

'The discussion of ease¬ 
ments and the effect on R-3 
unit calculation was thor- 
ougly discussed, and a hear¬ 
ing set to exempt from any 
lot any easement from the 
lot area. An easement or ac¬ 
cess to a back parcel is real¬ 
ly a small street and should 
be treated as such. 

Chairman Casey pointed 


that this drive is actually a 
new name for the Commun¬ 
ity Chest Red Feather drive 
that we conduct each year 
at this time. Thirty-three 
out of the 39 Community 
Chest agencies in Los An¬ 
geles County voted to join 
United Way. All 33 now call 
their Chest drives the 
United Way Campaign. 

As in the past these Com¬ 
munity Chest agencies are 
health and welfare groups 
only. There are 300 in Los 
Angeles County that will 
reap the benefits if this 
campaign is successful. 

From those who support 
and understand United Way 
the contributions have been 
greater than in any previous 
campaigns.

County for the year 1963-64,

This is an increase of $71, 
000 over the 1962-63 figures. 

This amount is more than 
50 per cent of the company’s 
total ad volem tax of $3,- 
242,370 which it will be as¬ 
sessed for its total opera¬ 
tion. California Water and 
Telephone Company tele¬ 
phone operations are almost 
totally confined to Los An¬ 
geles, Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties, Schuil 
said. 

Of the $1.82 millions to 
be paid Los Angeles County 
more than $400,000 of this 
amount is generated by the 
firm’s investment in the 
Monrovia - Duarte - Brad - 
bury area, with an addi¬ 
tional $145,800 tax being 
levied for the company’s in¬ 
vestment in Sierra Madre.

Therefore, a Bill of Rights to protect the American 
property owner is needed. 

It is self-evident that the erosion of these free¬ 
doms will destroy the free enterprising individual 
American. 

It is our solemn belief that the individual American 
property owner, regardless of race, color or creed, 
must be allowed, under law, to retain: 

1. The right of privacy. 

2. The right to choose his own friaads. 

3. The right to own and enjoy property according 
to his own dictates. 

4. The right to occupy and dispose of property with¬ 
out governmental interference in accordance with 
the dictates of his conscience. 

5. The right of all equaHy to enjoy property without 
interference by laws giving special privilege to any 
group or groups. 

6. The right to maintain what, in his opinion, are 
congenial surroundings for tenants. 

7. The right to contract with a real estate broker or 
other representative of his choice and to authorize 
him to act for him according to his instructions. 

8. The right to determine the acceptability and de¬ 
sirability of any prospective buyer or tenant of his 
properly. 

9. The right of every American to choose who, in his 
opinion, are congenial tenants in any property he 
owns — to maintain the stabiKty and security of 
his income. 

10. The right to enjoy the freedom to accept, reject, 
negotiate or not negotiate with, others. 

Loss of these rights diminishes personal Freedom 
and creates a springboard for further erosion of 
Liberty. 


In 1789, the people of America were fearful that 
Government might restrict their freedom. The first 
Congress of the United States, in that year, proposed 
a Bill of Rights: 

The Bill of Rights, essentially tells the Government 
what it cannot do. The statements comprise the first 
ten amendments to the United States Constitution. 

The BiH of Rights has had a profound impact upon 
the history of the World. 

Forty million Immigrants gave up much to come to 
this land, seeking something promised here—and only 
here. Many countries have abundant natural re¬ 
sources, vast vacant lands and climate as good as 
America. 

They came here for the promise of security—the 
promise of freedom—^for the precious right to live 
as free men with equal opportunity for all'. 

In July of 1868, a new guarantee of freedom was 
ratified. Its purpose was to guard against human 
slavery. Its gaurantees were for the equal protection

This new guarantee of freedom is fhe 14th Amend¬ 
ment. It reads, in part, as follows: 

"No state shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens 
of the United States; nor shall any state deprive any 
person of life, liberty or property, without due proc¬ 
ess of law; nor deny to any person within its juris¬ 
diction, the equal protection of the laws." 

The vital importance of these federal laws was 
re-emphasized in a recent statement of the Chief 
Justice of the United States in which he urged the 
retention of "Government of laws in preference to 
a Government of men." 

Today, the rights and freedoms of the individual 
American property owner are being eroded. This 
endangers the rights and freedoms of all Americans.

Financial Crisis 

A brand spanking new financial crisis is threatening 
Los Angeles County schools because of a new assessment 
policy developed by the County Assessor. Much has been 
said this F>ast year about the problem of diminishing ratio 
of state aid for our local school districts and, currently, the 
Legislature is having interim committee meetings through¬ 
out California in an attempt to solve the problem of 
financing education. 

The new crisis, though, has no relationship to our 
growing school population, but is tied in solely with 
the method by which the County Assessor assesses personal 
and real property. The primary support of education at 
the local level is from the property tax. Nearly half of 
the proporty tax goes for our local school system. The 
assessor is required by law to assess all property and, 
on the l>asis of that assessment, to establish the tax 
rates the taxpayer must pay to support local government. 

Generally, throughout Clalifomia, real property—such 
as land and buildings—is assessed at approximately 25% 
of market value. This practice, though, is not consistent 
with personal property such as furniture or inventories 
and, in tlie past, the Assessor assessed personal property 
at approximately 39% of value. Recent legal opinions 
from our County Counsel, backed up also by an opinion 
given this office by the Legislative Counsel, state that 
the County Assessor must assess p)ersonal property in 
the same presentation as real property. That is, at ap- 
proximafely 25%. The Assessor now is starting on this 
new program. 

How does this complicated field of tax assessment 
affect your local school district? The practical result of 
the downward reassessment of personal property will be 
to raise the overall tax rate throughout the county. The 
difference between the old and new assessment and 
personal property will be put over to the real property 
base, saving money for those who have high values and 
personal property and placing it on those who have real 
property. This will mean that the tax rate for schools 
will increase. 

This increase of the tax rate for schools will not be 
appreciated by the taxpayer nor the school district because 
the school district does not receive any extra money. 

There is another factor that actually precipitates 
the crisis. School districts can levy taxes to a certain 
level called the statutory maximum. This statutory maxi¬ 
mum is in the State Education Code and limits all school 
districts. Once they reach this level and wish more funds, 
they must go to the electorate and ask them to vote 
for a tax override. The crisis therefore being faced by 
many school districts is that without any increase of 
program, but only because of a reassessment of personal 
property, they will be forced to their statutory maximum 
and into an override election. This, in many cases, would 
force sohool districts, not only to cut out new programs, 
but actually to cut down on the existing level of education. 

Los Angeles County, which has half the assessed 
property of the State of California being divided up 
by over 90 school districts will be notably affected by 
this assessment practice change. The Los Angeles Unified 
School System, which is by far the largest in the county, 
will face an estimated $7 million loss in revenue from 
the tax base. The Long Beach Unified School District faces 
a loss of $1,216,000. 

Already a request to the Governor to put this on 
special call of the Legislature which will meet in early 
Februaxy has been made. Only by the immediate passage 
of remedial legislation can we save our school districts 
from tlxis unfortunate financial crisis which, as mentioned 
before, was caused by events not under their control. 

Unworthy Disputes 

The most recent clash between State Superintendent 
Max Rafferty and the State Board of Education involves 
the accuracy of tests made to determine just how well 
California students are doing. The Board likes the results, 
which seem to give our students an above average grade. 
Dr. Rafferty contends, however, that since California 
students* IQ also is above the national average, the test 
results should be adjusted accordingly, with a somewhat 
less complimentary result. 

We don’t pretend to know which side is right, although 
Dr. Rafferty’s position seems quite logical. The relation¬ 
ship of California educational standards to national aver¬ 
ages is, with no pun intended, soniewhat academic, at 
best. Our educational problems have to be coped with on 
the state level. 

WTiat concerns us more is the evidence of the Board’s 
continuing effort to contend with Dr. Rafferty at every 
opportunity. Since the Board undertook an unprecedented 
and active endorsement of Dr. Rafferty’s election opponent, 
its i>olitical bias is evident. But it should rise above that, 
and make every effort to seek areas of agreement, not 
dissent. The Board shares too great a responsibility to the 
children and the parents of the state to permit the luxury 
of face saving. 

Good Idea, Poor Timing 

A Washington, D. C., inventor has come up with ! 
something he thinks will solve many of our money prob¬ 
lems—square plastic currency. He claims all sorts of ad¬ 
vantages for it: Long life, easy counting, resistance to 
counterfeiting, etc. 

This ingenious young man, living as he does in the 
nation’s capital, should know that somebody already has 
invented something that practically makes currency prob¬ 
lems a thing of the past for most of us: taxes.

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Capitalism is an economic 
system based on private 
property, competition, and 
the production of goods for 
profit. Under this free enter¬ 
prise system, we, in the 
United States, not only en¬ 
joy the highest standard of 
living in the world, but also 
out-produce every other 
country in the world. 

It seems ironical then that 
there would be the least 
doubt in any American’s 
mind as to the desirability 
of continuing on with such 
an economic system. How¬ 
ever, the doubt does exist in 
the minds of Americans to¬ 
day and is being exploited 
to disturbing proportions by 
the implementation of the 
“big lie.” 

The California Free Enter¬ 
prise Association, headed by 
Walter Knott, tells us that 
“if we understand the Amer¬ 
ican Way, we won’t accept 
Socialism, Communism, or 
unlimited government.’’ 

With this in mind and 
with a firm conviction that 
simple truth is the shortest 
distance to clear under¬ 
standing, Freedom At Any 
Price quotes the entire text 
of “The Wicked Lie That 
Will Not Die,” by Fred G|. 
Clard and Richard S. Re- 
manoezy: 

“Adolph Hitler used to say 
that the bigger the lie the 
better chance it has of being 
believed. 

“Perhaps this is so, because 
for the best part of 50 years 
many millions of Americans 
have believed a wicked lie 
concerning private compete- 
tive capitalism. 

“It goes like this: ‘Under 
American capitalism, the 
owners of the tools of pro¬ 
duction take out more in 
profits than the employees 
receive in payroll.’ 

“One advantage of this 
lie is its utter simplicity be¬ 
cause everyone knows that 
under capitalism the pro¬ 
duced value is divided be¬ 
tween the tool owners and 
the tool users. 

“So, the proposition boils 
down to this: In America, 
the tool owners receive more 
of the produced value than 
the tool user. 

“If this were true, no de¬ 
cent person could be in fa¬ 
vor of American capitalism, 
but according to recent opin¬ 
ion surveys, millions of peo¬ 
ple, including most of our 
high school students, actu¬ 
ally believe it. 

“No wonder they take 
such a dim view of the 
profit system! 

“Standing against this lie 
is the truth that, in America, 
the people who use the tools 
receive about 85 per cent of 
the produced income. 

“Some years it is less, 
some years it is more, but 85 
per cent is a close average. 

“There are various ways 
of demonstrating this truth, 
but unfortunately, most of 
them are not simple. 

“For example, the operat¬ 
ing figures of a single cor- 
poraition can, when simpli¬ 
fied, show the division in 
that particular case, but 
that is not conclusive evi¬ 
dence of what happens in 
the entire economy. 

“The government regular¬ 
ly publishes figures from 
which the facts can be ob¬ 
tained, but they are too 
technical for the layman. 

“The information can also 
be gathered from the na¬ 
tional income statistics, but 
this involves more calcula¬ 
tions and adjustments than 
most people are willing and 
able to follow. 

“So, for the average per¬ 
son the truth is not self- 
evident. 

“It was with great excite-

ment, therefore, that we re¬ 
cently saw an analysis by 
Allan W. Rucker of Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass., a national 
authority on industrial costs. 

“From the findings of the 
1957 Survey of Manufactur¬ 
ers, Rucker was able to 
state the value produced in 
American manufacturing in 
terms of a single hour of 
work. 

“For every production 
man-hour worked in U.S. 
factories in 1957, the pro¬ 
duced value was $5.87. 

“The depreciation, outside 
expenses and taxes amount¬ 
ed to $1.92. 

“So, to find the net 
amount to be divided be¬ 
tween tool users and tool 
owners, we must subtract 
this $1.92 from the $5.87, 
leaving $3.95. 

“The table below shows 
how it was divided. 

“Divisible Income Per Hour 
of Work .$3.95 

This wa« used as follows: 

Wages and Benefits $2.27 
Salaries and Bene¬ 
fits .$1.15 

Earnings for owners 
(profit) .$ .53 

TOTAL .$3.95 

“By dividing $3.95 into 
each of the three items, we 
find that hourly-rated work¬ 
ers got 57.4 per cent, sal¬ 
aried workers got 29.2 per 
cent, and the owners got 
13.4 per cent. 

“Put another way, the tool 
users received 86.6 per cent 
of the divisible income. 

“And it is worth noting 
that, in the United States, 
the tools do more than 95 
per cent of the work. 

“This is the pure, simple, 
official indisputable truth. 

“It would be interesting to 
see what effect it would 
have on our high school 
students who still believe 
the wicked lie.”
